In any event, the 
Applicant should clearly explain in the Brief the relevance of any portion of the Dictionary that is to be considered and 
provide physical copies or printouts of the relevant portion, while including such reference in the Evidence Appendix 
section of the Brief accordingly. Further, the top- right corners of pages 2-1 9 of the Brief feature a different Serial 
Application Number, namely No. 10/373.454. Applicant is herein reguired to print theretp the appropriate serial number 
(09/863.877). Since the Brief has already been considered, no other unnecessary amendments and/or arguments 
should be submitted to thereby avoid any additional delay in issuing the Examiner's Answer.
